SCOTCH TESTING 
EXPLOSIVES AS 
AID TO TILLAGE 


(Special to the Monitor) 
EDINBURGH, Scotland—A series of 
experiments under the direction of the 
Edinburgh and East of Scotland College 
of Agriculture have recently been exe- 


cuted to demonstrate the use of explo- 
sives as a means of breaking “hard pan” 
and other impervious subsoils. 

The experiments took place before a 
representative gathering, in the nurser- 
ies of Messrs. Dickson & Co., about three 
miles south of Edinburgh. The first 
trial consisted of firing explosives charged 
with polarite; these were placed five 
feet 21, feet below the 
surface. In the second trial explosives 
charged with gelignite were placed six 
feet apart and three feet three inches 
into the ground. 

The concluding blast, charged with 10 
cartridges, was a very powerful one, and 
in exploding it threw large stones and 
pieces of clay high into the air. But 
those explosions which caused the least 
disturbance of the surface of the soil 
were considered the most effective, the 
greater part of the force having been 
spent beneath the ground, breaking it up. 

Mr. Massie of Dickson & Co. at the 
close of the proceedings, said that some 
people claimed that this application of 
explosives to tillage had gone beyond 
the experimental stage. But he thought 
he could searcely agree with them. He 
thought there was still something to be 
learned about the system.

LORD CURZON > 
CRITICIZES NEW 
INDIAN CAPITAL 


He Says Native Public Opinion 
Is Less in Favor of Change— 
Economy Urged in Building 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LON DON—Lord (Curzon referred in 


unmistakable terms of disapproval to 
the change of the capital of the Indian 
empire from Caleutta ‘to Delhi, in the 
speech which he delivered at the llth 


annual Caleutta dinner at the Hotel 


Cecil. 

Having spoken of the astonishing pro- 
gress which had taken place of late 
years in Calcutta, a city which always 


seemed to him to be a fitting embodi- 
ment not merely of their labors but of 
British rule in India, Lord Curzon said 
that he had never hidden his view that 
a mistake was made by his majesty’s 
ministers, when they had placed in the 
mouth of the sovereign the momentous 
decision to remove the capital of India 
from Bengal. 

He held that the decision to abandon 
a place with such memories behind it 
as Calcutta, and to go hunting about 
for a new capital among the deserted 
cities of forgotten kings; to spend mil- 
lions of the money of India—perhaps 
available now, but not so certain to be 
available a few years hence—and then 
to construct a new capital which, as it 
seemed to him, would be shut off from 
the public life of the country and from 
the currents of public opinion, and in 
which the government would have .noth- 
ing to contemplate but its own official 
charms, was not likely to be fraught 
with good to the interests which the 
British were in India to safeguard and 
to defend. 

He considered it as his duty to point 
out that every objection which had been 
expressed by Lord Lansdowne, Lord 
Minto and himself two years ago had 
been confirmed rather than shaken, and 
that public opinion in India had -very 
much altered in the interval. It was 
impossible at this time to alter the 
decision which had been made, but it 
seemed to him that the best thing which 
could happen with regard to the new 
capital of Delhi would be that the 
government of India should not be too 
ready to spend crores of rupees on 
palaces and cathedrals and halls, and 
should adapt themselves to the restricted 
circumstances of the case. 


AMUNDSEN DOG IS 
TO BE LEFT BEHIND

CHRISTIANA, Norway—Three of the 
crew belonging to Roald Amundsen’s 
north pole expedition left Fredrikstad 
recently for Buenos Aires by the steamer 
Brakar, taking 65 tons of baggage 
with .them. It was intended also that 
the two dogs, which accompanied Amund- 
sen to the south pole, should be sent by 
the same steamer, but as they have been 
lent to the Staxrud expedition, the dogs 
are now on the Isle of Spitzbergen.

Brig.-Gen. Hunter Liggett assumed 


command of the camp on Monday morn- 


ing, when nine guns told of his arrival. 

A second salute announced the arrival 
of the Governor: of Pennsylvania and 
then came six other governors. Govern- 
ors Mann of Virginia, McGovern of Wis- 
consin, Clark of Iowa, Ralston of Indi- 
ana, Hanke of North Dakota and Sulzer 
of New York all entered the camp and 
inspected their state sections. 

The men from Virginia, including 
Pickett’s 73 survivors, gave their Gov- 
ernor a: hearty weleome and passed be- 
for him under the stars and _ stripes, 
the stars and bars and the Virginia 
state flag. 

Then a command of confederate vet- 
erans hurried to the tent of General 
Sickles and carried the federal corps 
commander on their shoulders to the 
monument erected in his honor to sig: 
nalize the second day’s battle. 

In the afternoon Buford cavalry sur- 
vivors of New York gave a reception to 
all cavalrymen in the camp and to all 
citizens of Gettysburg. Buford’s cav- 
alry got into Gettysburg 50 years ago 
today and was bombarded with flowers 
by the citizens of the little town. Bu- 
ford’s survivors returned the compliment 
today in the reunion hall of the camp, 
a big circus tent. 

Buford’s men never forgot that recep- 
tion. Today, the anniversary of their 
arrival in Gettysburg, they gave a re- 
ception to their fellow-cavalrymen of the 
Union army, to the cavalrymen of the 
contederate army and to the survivors 
of the white-robed girls who sang for 
them as they marched into Gettysburg. 

Six pleasant faced -women, the only 
survivors who could be found of the 
girls who met the cavalry. attended the 
meeting. At their head walked Mrs. 
Salome N. Stewart, who wore an Amer- 
ican flag at her waist. The others were 
Mrs. Sally Hearns, Mrs. Rupp, Miss Car- 
rie Young, Mrs. Sheads and Mrs. Wiill- 
iam Tawney. They were escorted to 
places on the grand stand and the band 
played a march. A few strains from 
“The Star Spangled Banner” came in the 
music and the moment those notes 
sounded the six women rose and stood, 
though it only an_ interpolation. 
Maj. Jerome B. Wheeler made the prin- 
cipal speech. 

Later in the day children and’ grand- 
children of confederate and federal corps 
commanders arrived. The children and 
grandchildren of Meade and Granf and of 
Hill, Longstreet and Pickett are housed 
together in the seminary, and wherever 
they went through the camp sections, 
searching for particular commands which 
had taken part in the historic deeds of 
their fathers, they aroused anew the 
veterans’ enthusiasm.

SWEETMEATS MADE. FROM ROSES 


Flowers should be gathered while dew ts on them 


N gathering roses for sweetmeats or 

the potpourri jar, it is well to profit 
by the methods of the Bulgarians, who 
are the makers of the finest grade of 
attarsof rose in the world, and the 
Armenians, who make the most delicate 
of rose conserves and preserves. 

During the Bulgarian rose harvest the 
young men and maidens rise before the 
sun does, then tramp away to the great 
rose fields to gather the blossoms while 
the dew is still on their petals. After 
the sun has dried them their richest fra- 
’ grance has vanished. On this account 
the picking is all done in the early morn- 
ing. Their roses are of but two varie- 
ties, the damask and musk, both of 
which contain the largest percentage of 
the liquid and odoriferous part of the 
attar, 

As these roses do not grow in their 
full perfection anywhere else, we must 
content ourselves with any fragrant 
roses that we can obtain in their fresh- 
ness, says the Kansas City Star. 

Rose Syrup—Rose syrup is most deli- 
cate and delicious in summer when added 
to a glass of water by the spoonful. It 
also makes a delightful addition to a 
cake or pudding. Cut fragrant roses 
in full bloom and spread on a brown 
paper or tray to prevent mildew. When 
you have collected enough to make a 
glassful or two, put the leaves in a small 
saucepan, with just enough water to 
cover, and simmer until tender. Mea- 
sure out as much sugar as you have bulk 
of leaves and cook together until a rich; 
sweet syrup results. Pour into bottles 
or pint cans and keep in a cool, dark 


place. | 


Rose Flavoring—An easy way to-pre- 
pare rose flavoring for home use is to 
fill bottles or jars with rose petals, pack- 
ing them down tightly to make the es- 
sence as strong as possible. Pour in 
enough fresh alcohol to submerge the 
leaves, cork tightly and set away for a 
few weeks until the alcohol is thoroughly 
impregnated with the flavor of the roses. 


Crystallized Rose Petals—Select per- 
fect fragrant blossoms, separate into 
petals, spread on an inverted sieve and 
stand in the air until dry but not crisp. 
Meke a heavy syrup, using one cupful 
each of granulated sugar and water, and 
cook without stirring until it spins a 
thread. Flavor this syrup with a few 
drops of essence of rose and color with 
a tiny bit of cochineal. Now drop the 
ler. vee in one by one, using a fine wire; 
take out and drain on the greased sieve. 
Turn once in the process of drying, 
which will take several hours. If the 
leaves then look preserved and clear | 
they will need no further dipping; but 
if the petals seem dry and not candied, 
dip again, dust with sifted sugar and 
dry. Serve on bonbon saucers. 


Preserved Roses—Take a jar of the 
same dimensions top and bottom. On 
the bottom sprinkle a layer of granu- 
lated sugar, then a layer of rose leaves, 
and so on until the jar is full, the last 
layer being sugar. When filled paste 
two or three layers of paper over it 
to make airtight and set away in a eool, 
dark place where the mice cannot get at 
it. The oil in the rose petals erystal- 
lizes the sugar, and by autumn you will 
have a delicious confection. 


WHEN “SILK” IS NOT ALL SILK

HOUSANDS of women have discov- 

ered to their sorrow that their silk 
skirts had.cracke@ along the folds while 
the. garments were yet practically new. 
But out of these thousands of women 
probably not a score of them knew that 
the real reason for this was that they 
were wearing more of a tin skirt than a 
silk one. In other words, their hand- 
some. soft, rustling silk garments with 
the rich sheen were made up of about 
60 to 75 per cent tin, and the remainder 
’ pure silk, or pure silk except for am 
ounce or two to the pound of celoring 
matter, says the Louisville Herald. 

The woman who walks along the street 
in a handsome silk gown that rustles 
softly does not know that every 12 
ounces of silk, pure silk, in her dress, has 
been so weighted with pure tin that this 
original 12 ounces is made to weigh 60 
or 70 ounces, and there are instances, 
_ according to the best of authorities, 
where 12 ounces of pure silk is made to 
weigh as much as 80 ounces. 

here is a simple method of finding 

whether a piece of silk goods has 
been adulterated or weighted, as the 
manufacturers call it, with tin, and that 
is to cut off a small sample and burn 
it. Pure silk is animal matter, just as 
feathers or hair, made, as every one 
knows, by the silk worm. Now if pure 
silk is burned it will instantly eurf up 
into a crisp mass, just as a burnt hair 
or feather will do. But if the silk go 
has been adulterated with from 60 to 
75 per cent of tin it will not do this. It 
will leave an ash in the semblance of | 
the fabric, much as a burned piece of. 
newspaper will leave an ash that still

- Not Compel Railroads to Raise 
‘Tariffs—Transportation Inter- 
ests Accept Situation 


RULING IS EXPLAINED 


Boston rates ou import shipments 
West are to remain on their present 
basis of 70 cents a 100 pounds to Chi- 
cago, since the railroads are not bound 
by the recent decision of the interstete 
commercé commission to 
rates to a level with New York, accord- 
ing to a statement issued jointly by 
‘David O. Ives, transportation expert of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, and 
Hugh Bancroft, chairman of the airee: 
ters of the port. 

Edgar E. Clark, chairman of the com- 
mission, gave this interpretation of the 
decision to Mr. Ives and Mr. Bancroft 
when they conferred with him in Wash- 
ington last week, according to the joint 
statement. The railroad people, it is 
said today, will be satisfied to let the 
question pend for the present, although 
they think that they are entitled to the 
lower rate of Baltimore. 

“If we can have the present basis of 
rates,” said Amos S. Crane, freight traf- 
fic manager of the New Haven and Bos- 
ton & Maine systems today, “and the 
routes for the application of the same 
we shall rest content for the time. We 
feel that we are entitled, Kowever, to 
as low rates as Baltimore.” 

The statement shows that an advance 
would throw Boston out of line not only 
with New York, Philadelphia and Balti- 
more, the ports directly engaged in the 
controversy, but also with all Canadian, 
south Atlantic and gulf ports. 

The import or. port differential case, 
it notes, was first referred to the inter- 
state commerce commission as a matter 
for arbitration only, the New York 
commercial bodies later filing a formal 
complaint making it the duty of the 
commission to decide the same ques- 
‘tion in the discharge of their duties 
under the law. 

“If acting informally as arbitrators,” 
the statement continues, “the commis- 
sion might take into consideration such 
questions as distribution of tonnage, 
Canadian competition and comparative 
steamship service from the different 
ports, Which the law does not give them 
the right to take into account, when 
acting in their official capacity. 

“The object of our visft was to secure 
a definite understanding that an ar- 
bitral decision and a legal decision are 
incompatible and that there is no obli- 
gation on the part of the Boston rail- 
‘roads to advance the rates. In this we 
were entirely successful. 

“Chairman Clark said ‘that the opin- 
ion of the commission, if it had acted 
unofficially as arbitrator, might have 
been affected or even ‘controlled ‘by con- 
siderations which could not be taken mto 
account, acting officially in the discharge 
of its duties under the law.’ He also 
declared that, so far as the commission’s 
order was concerned, there was no ob- 
ligation upon the Boston railroads to 
advance their rates; that the commis- 
sion had recommended that the rates 
from Boston should not exceed those 
from New York. 

“While those representing the inter- 
ests of Boston, including the railroads, 
believe that they produced good reasons 
why, even from a strictly legal and tech- 
nical standpoint, the rates from Boston 
should be lower than from New York, 
they urge the acceptance cf the decision 
of the commission in good part. 

“Since the establishment of the direc-

His ac- 
tion occasioned sur- 
prise, for there was no 
dissatisfaction with the salary or the 
administrative conditions in the univer- 
sity where he had worked for several! 
years, and he seemed to have a place 
of distinction and usefulness not to be 
surpassed in the academic world.

Southern Pacific railways was ended prac- 
tically on, Monday when Federal Judges 
Walter” H. Sanborn, William C. Hook 
and Walter I. Smith, sitting as the dis- 
trict court of the United States for the 
lans 
agreed upon by Attorney-General Mc- 
Reynolds and attorneys for the unmerg- 
ing of these lines. 

The decree signed will become effective 
with its filing in the federal court at 
Salt Lake City, Utah, which probably 
will take place next Wednesday or 
Thursday. The first government suit to 
dissolve the merger was filed in Salt 
Lake City in 1908. 

There was a brief hearing this morn- 
ing, at which the government was rep- 
resented by G. Carroll Todd, special as- 
sistant to the attorney-general, and the 
road by N. H. Loomis and H. W. Clarke. 
The court then took the case under ad- 
visement. 

Shortly before 4 o'clock Judge San- 
born, presiding, called in the attorneys 
and announced that the court had de- 
cided to enter a final Mecree, approving 
the plan as presented by the attorney- 
general and road’s counsel with prac- 
tically but one exception. 

This exception was naming Louis C. 
Krauthotf of New York city as com- 
missioner of the court, to see to it that 
the letter anc intent of the plan be car- 
ried out. 

The plan .which had the approval of 
President Wilson, presented by the at- 
torney-general and counsel of the road 
and approved by the court, provides that 
the Union Pacifie shall exchange $38,- 
000,000 of its $126,000,000 holdings in 
the Southern Pacific for the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad’s entire holdings in the 
Baltimore & Ohio—virtually an equal 
amount; that the remaining $88,000,000 
shall be sold to the general public 
through the Central Trust Company of 
New York; that no present stockholders 
in the Union Pacifie, continuing as such, 
may buy Southern Pacific stock so sold; 
that the transaction shal! begin Nov. 1, 
1913, and if not complete by Jan, 1, 
1916, the court shall diréct the disposi- 
tion of any Southern Pacific stock re- 
maining unsold. 

“We deem a decree of dissolution 
more necessary at the present time than 
any other action,’ said Judge Sanborn 
after announcing the decree. 

The Governor stipulated that should 
any illegal conditions arise from the ex- 
change of stock, the government would 
have the right “freely to assail” the 
arrangement. 

NEW YORK-~Judge Lovett, chairman 
of the Union Pacific, who sails for Europe 
today, expressed his gratification at the 
final approval of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific dissolution plan by the 
federal ‘court in St. Paul. 

“Just one question now remains to be 
settled,’ he added, “the time and terms 
at which the Southern Pacific beneficial 
certificates are to be offered.

the military league to order the Servian 
troops to provoke an attack at the very 
moment when the Skupshtina was sit- 
ting in Belgrade to discuss terms of 
peace, 

With this end in view, it is said, large 
masses of troops were moved to the 
front and heavy firing was opened on 
the Bulgarian outposts, which made it 
not only necessary to support and rein- 
force these, but to retaliate on the at- 
tackers. 

On the other hand the Greeks and 
Servians complain of a deliberate at- 
tempf by Bulgarians, after having 
massed heavy reinforcements on the 
frontier, to advance and occupy the dis- 
puted territory. 

The exact truth will perhaps nevez 
come to light but the news of the fight- 
ing at the very moment when the 


.Skupshtina was in session caused such 


excitement that it proved necessary to 
adajourn the debate with the effect that 
M. Pashitch will probably prove unable 
to carry through his policy of agree- 
ment. 

Exactly what has happened in the last 
few days it is impossible to ssay, but 
the impression is growing that Servia 
and Greece have received assurances of 
assistance from Rumania and that a 
secret mobilization has been ordered and 
is being carried out by the government 
at Bukharest. Bulgaria fears a- sudden 
Rumanian advance through Silistria in 
the direction of Baltchik, a disputed 
point on the coast of the Black Sea, 
some 20 miles north of Varna. 

At the same time disquieting news has 
reacned Sofia from Tchataldja where the 
newly-formed Turkish army lies before 
the evacuated Bulgarian lines. Whether 
in the event of conflict between Bul- 
garia and her late allies, supported by 
Rumania, the Porte would prove equal 
to holding its hand and not attempt by 
an advance through the “hracian penin- 
sula to obtain the rectification of the 
frontier of the hinterland on the sea 
of Marmora, is a question which states- 
men in Sofia are asking themselves. 

On the whole the imbroglio is about 
as acute as could be imagined and the 
chancelleries of Europe will have to give 
evidence of real statemanship if a seri- 
ous outbreak is to be avoided. 


ISLAND CHANNEL TO BE DREDGED 


VALLEJO, Cal.—Specifications for 
dredging the Mare island channel to a 
depth of 30 feet were received at the 
navy yard recently. Bids for the work 
will be opened at Washington, July 26.

Honduras’ peculiar geographical situation, after making that 
republic the inevitable shuttlecock of Central America, is bound 
in the not distant future to serve the purpose of promoting exchange 
and consolidating the interests of the five nations in the canal area. 
It is through Honduras that the actual penetration of isthmian 
| America logically will have to be made, and it must be conceded 
that, with that end in view, nothing could be more admirably adapted 
than the projected Trujillo-Juticalpa railroad, with its possibilities 
of prolongation toward Matagalpa and the Nicaraguan lakes in the 
south, and the Honduran capital, the republic of El Salvador and 
the Pacific tn the west. 

It is not generally realized that the interior of Honduras, and 
especially the department of Olancho, could be made into one of 
the finest cattle-producing sections on this continent, nor has the 
possibility of colonization by northerners been investigated 
adequately in the past.

ARRANGED BY GRADES 


Mrs. Fannie Fern Andrews, secretary 
of the American School Peace League, 
leaves Boston today to attend the session 
of the league to be held in Salt Lake City 
July 10. The meeting is held in connec- 
tion with the National Educational As- 
sociation convention, July 5 to 11. 

Mrs. Andrews will present for the con- 
sideration of the meeting a course in 
‘citizenship in the public schools, arranged 
by the committee on methods of the 
Massachusetts branch. 

The committee has been working on 
the course for five years and now con- 
siders it practical enough to be of use 
to teachers in the teaching of RAAOEY, 
civics, economics and ethics. 

It was agreed that good will is the 
fundamental principle underlying inter- 
national harmony @nd that consequently 
the inculeation of this idea should form 
the fundamental basis of the plan. 

The course is under the following 
heads: 

Grade I, the home. including kind- 
..ness to playmates, and animals, clean- 
liness and care, kindness shown through 
good thanners, illustrated by instances 
of kind acts of great men, the avoidance 
of quarrels and making peace, and pro- 
tection and care of flowers. 

Grade II deals especially. with the 
school life and such subjects as obedi- 
ence, honesty, helpfulness and the pro- 
motion of peace among the children 
through the application of the pss 
rule. 

The neighbornood with ways of ser- 
vice, hospitality and working together 
are placed in grade IIT, while grade IV 


lessons bring directly to the child his.

“Our Beginnings in Europe,” “The Influ- 
ence of Europe upon Our Early History 
“Friendships Among American Repub- 
lies.” “The United States and the World’s 
Commerce” and “Our Obligations to 
Other Nations.” 

Finally national characteristics, each 
nation’s contribution to the world, in- 
terpendence of nations, justice and honor 
between nations, and the growth of law 
as an agency for promoting good will, 
world congresses and conferences, and 
progress through federation will be 
' taught. 

If the plan is approved by the meeting 
at Salt Lake City, it is probable that it 
will be placed before the superintendents’ 
conference which meets_in a three-days’ 
session in New York in November.

While the work of the museum as al- 
ready started will be continued during 
July and August, Miss Griffin will make 
it her chief business to acquaint herself 
with the local conditions, arouse an in- 
terest in the work, secure the support 
of organizations and jndividuals and or- 
ganize for effective, constructive work 
when school opens in the fall.

BUSINESS AT PORT 
OF BOSTON SHOWS 
BIG GAIN OVER 1912 


Transatlantic Arrivals Increase 


Whhe Number of Vessels 
Exceeds That of Last June 


Transatlantie passenger travel was 
heavier during the month just ended 
than it has been before during any June 
back as far as 1907, aecording to statis- 
tics issued today. Last month there were 
13,189 passengers of all classes arrived at 
Boston from foreign ports, including the 
tropics and Canada, compared to only 
987¢ during June, 1912. But in 1907 the 
figures were 13,926, and 1907 was the 
banner vear for immigration. 

Statistics show 2974 saloon, 2435 sec- 
ond cabin, 7771 steerage passengers, six 
cattlemen and three stowaways arriving 
here during June just ended, compared 
to only 2584 saloon, 1912 second cabin, 
5351 steerage passengers, 23 cattlemen, 
and four stowaways for the same month 
of 1912. 

Foreign commerce also shows an in- 
crease, due also in a large part to the 
new service of the Hamburg-American 
line between Boston and the continent. 
During the month just ended there were 
103 steamships, one bark and 58 schoon- 
ers, a total of 162 vessels, recorded as 
arriving here from: all foreign ports. 
Figures for June, 1912, show only 94 
steamers, three barks and 47 schooners, 
a total of only 144 vessels entered here. 


FEW PARCELS 
SHIPPED C. O. D. 


Under the new rule of the postoffice 
department which went into effect today 
permitting packages to be sent C. O. D. 
by parcel post only a dozen packages had 
been received at the central postoffice up 
until noon. However, Postmaster Ed- 
ward ©. Mansfield said a number of Bos- 
ton merchants had been making inquir- 
ies With a view to using the new means 
of delivery in the. future.

WASHINGTON—In 
the naval committees of.the Senate and 
House on Monday Mr. Daniels said he in- 
tended to give employees of government 
navy yards and stations adequate repre- 
sentation on the boards which fix the 
wage scales. He mndicated that appropria- 
tions would be asked for next year to 
provide wage increases.

ACTIVE TODAY 


Railroad Commission, Under 
New Name, Awaiting Confir- 


mation of Three New Members 
—Wider Scope and Control 


ORGANIZES TOMORROW 


While it is the public service commis- 
scion of Massachusetts today instead of 


the railroad commission, the new law 


being effective July 1, the personnel 
comprises only the three members of 
council acts on the question of con- 
firmation of the new appointments, on 
Wednesday. 

At ithe earliest moment possible fol- 
lowing such action by the executive 
council the new board of five will meet 
to organize und accept the enlarged 
duties, including jurisdiction of the tele- 
phone and telegraph corporations form- 
erly under the state highway commis- 
sion. 

The first meeting will be mainly for 
the purpose of choosing a chairman. 
Minor matters will follow, such as en- 
larged quarters, increased force of em- 
ployees and possibly a change in _lo- 
cation. 

The quarters at 20 Beacon street will 
be retained for the present at any rate, 
and if larger accommodations can be se- 
cured in the same building it is likely 
that no move will be made until the 
completion of the State House addition. 
There is some question as to where 
quarters of sufficient size can be found 


; Outside of the present structure wherein 
jtwo floors a%e occupied. 


Frederick’ J. Macleod, present chair- 
man, and George W. Bishop, member of 
the commission, have just returned from 
a visit to the New York public utilities 
commission at Albany, and the citv 
commission in New York, and may rec- 
ommend some new ideas they have ob- 
tained. 

Under the new act, public service cor- 
porations must file tariff schedules with 
the commission, and there must be a 
separate department to take care of 
these and classify them, and there must 
also be a separate department to deal 
With the fixing of rates.

Scotland School — Known for Studies of Animals

GLASGOW, Seotland—The governors 
of the Glasgow School of Art, with the 
approval of the Scotch education depart- 
ment, have appointed Prof. Wayland 
Bartlett as professor of modeling ana 
sculpture, in the place of Prof. Johann 


Keller, resigned. 

Mr. Bartlett is a sculptor of distinc- 
tion. He is a member of the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters, correspond- 
ing member of the Institute of France, 
associate member of the Royal Academy 
of Belgium and member of the Inter- 
national Society of Sculptors, Painters 
and Gravers. 

Among his best known works are the 
statue of General Lafayette, presented 
by America to the French nation, which 
stands in the garden of the Louvre, Paris, 
and a statue of Michael Angelo in the 
library of Congress, Washington, D. C. 

He is now engaged upon the figures 
for the pediment of the Capitol at Wash- 
ington, and a statue of Benjamin Frank- 
lin for the town of Waterbury, Conn. 

Professor Bartlett is also famed for 
his studies of animals. Two cases of 
exhibits of animal studies attracted much 
attention at the exhibition of the Inter- 
national Society four years ago. 

The lectures to be given in the school 
of art next session are now announced. 
As usual they will be of great interest 
both to students and outsiders. 

The ordinary school lectures, given by 
Professor Baltus, cover the period from 
th: birth of art in savage and prehistoric 
times down to the end of the Roman 
empire. He will also lecture on the art 
of India, China and Japan, and give two 
supplementary lectures on the evolution 
of n.odern painting and sculpture in 
France. 

In the three evening lectures, open to 
the public, he will lecture on “Art in Re- 
lation to Everyday Life.” Concurrently 
with these, there will be a series relat- 
ing to the social and intellectual his-

sity lecturers, the Greek period being 
taken by A. W. Gomme, M. A., late 
scholar of Trinity College, Cambridge, 
and assistant lecturer in Greek in Glas- 
gow University, and the Roman‘epoch by 
Steuart Millar, M. A., Trinity College, 
Oxford, lecturer on Roman historv in 
Glasgow University.

Seven years later he received at the 
Salon a recompense for his group “The 
Bear Tamer,’ which is-now in the Met- 
ropolitan museum in New York. 

In 1890 he was the United States rep- 
resentative on the international jury of 
awards for sculpture at the Paris exposi- 
tion; in 1895 he was made Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honor of France, and 
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three years afterward officer of hunor. 

Among his best known works are the! 
equestrian statue of General McClellan | 
in Philadelphia, the statue of Gen. Jo- 
seph Warren in Boston, and the Colum- 
bus statue in’ the congressional library 
at Washington. 

Professor Bartlett .; represented in the 
Philadelphia Academy of Design, Art In- 
stitute of Chicago, and in both the Mu- 
seum of Decorative Art and the Luxem- 
bourg Gallery, Paris.

WASHINGTON—Radical changes in 
the methods by which the government 
collects $300,000,000 annually went into 
effect today. 

By a sweeping consolidation the num- 
ber of customs districts, grown to 162 
during the nation’s history, has been 
reduced to 49 and 113 collectors of cus- 
toms lose their positions. 

Officials estimate that the reorganiza- 
tion will result in an annual saving of 
between $400,000 and $500,000 in the cost 
of collecting the duties.

on all business transactions, the volume 
of business throughout the country, as 
reflected. through the tonnage of the 
railroads would be extremely large at 
this time. While it is generally expected 
that there will be enormous crops this 
vear, we are right in the midst of :the 
usual crop seare period and the reports 
which emanate from the various sections 
of the country during the next fortnight 
or so will provide an unsettled situation 
in the interior. The movement of old 
grain is large, indicating that the farmer 
is lookihg for large new crops and 
taking advantage of good prices at this 
time and also making room for the new 
grain. While there has been a falling 
off in the volume of miscellaneous 
freight and general merchandise on many 
of the leading railroads, officials are in- 
clined to give the idea that it is not the 
result of an unforward state of affairs.

' Mud Pies on a Large Scale 


Making mud pies on a gigantic scale— 
|that is what starting a foundation for 
a city office building looks like. After 
the pile driver has driven into the ground 
the tall tree trunks, down, down, down, 
till the end is nearly level with the earth 
concrete has to be poured into the spaces 
between the piles, to make everything 
solid. Here is where the mud-pie-making 
comes in. A load of crushed stone is 
dumped on the ground and part of it 
is Jaid out in a flat heap. Meantime a 
load of sand has been dumped in another 
place and now a layer of sand is spread 
over the flat pile of stone. Then cement 
from bags makes a third layer, and now 
we have a nice layer cake. But it does 
not stay in this tidy form long. Imme- 
diately several men with shovels attack 
the cake and begin to stir the layers all 
together until the stone and sand and 
cement are thoroughly mixed. Then wa- 
ter is poured over the mixture and it is 
carried off by the big arm of the steam 
derrick or crane and dropped in the 
necessary place. Here, as it dries, it 
hardens into a solid foundation for the 
building. When the amount of concrete 
needed is large the mixing is done by a 
huge machine into which the crushed

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In 1911 the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
sent forth a book on New England which 
massed information about the section as. no 
previous book had, information useful for 
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Boston, Mass., Tuesday, July 1, 1913 
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_ A snort time ago there was organized in 
‘New York city a “Society to Lower Rents 
and Reduce Taxes on Homes.” It was 
composed entirely of men. At its second 
meeting, however, the necessity for breaking 
down this exclusiveness made itself appar- 
ent. One of the members, early in the pro- 
ceedings, presented a preamble setting forth 
that the state Legislature “has twice refused 
to submit to a referendum vote the question 

of gradually reducing the rate on buildings to half that on land in 

the city,” with a resolution declaring that a woman's society be 
organized to work for this referendum. The resolution was adopted, 
and incidental to the discussion thereon remarks were made to the 

effect that the time had come when. women must be recognized as a 

force in politics. It is a little surprising that men of the character 

of those usually engaged in forwarding such reforms as this 
organization has espoused should not have seen long ago that women 
had become a force in economics. 

Women, it need hardly be contended 
interested as men in all phases of home life. Rent and taxes have 
a direct and positive bearing upon the home. Location, neighbor- 
hood, environment, convenience, comfort are all affected by rent 
and taxes. (Women and children are closer to the home than men, 
are more nearly influenced by it. The mother’s daily life is bound 
up in that of the children; the children’s daily life is bounds up in 
that of the mother. Usually, the father is away a great part of 
the time from the home, the home atmosphere, the home surround- 
ings. The activities of existence come to him as a diversion, often 
as a relief. Speaking of those whose opportunities are circum- 
scribed and few, mother and children must bear the burden of drab 
monotony and stunted outlook in the congested districts of the city. 

Surely any economic movement that has for its purpose the 
revolutionizing of the system that places land and air and sunshine 
beyond the reach of the wage and small salary earner and his fam- 
ily has a.special appeal for women. If we grasp the meaning of the 
movement in behalf of a more equitable system of land taxation, it 
is tiiat the home of the poor man shall be liberated from the dom- 
inaiion of the speculator and grasping landlord, that the environs 
and suburbs of cities $hall be made accessible to people of small 
1ueans, that the slums shall be depopulated. In all of this women 
are keenly, vitally, concerned, and toward the accomplishment of 
it they can, and will no doubt contribute as much as men. Leaders 
in the new organization are right. Woman has become a factor 
in the world’s affairs.

Ir 1s, of course, the theory that land brought 
into use by the United States reclamation 
service will eventually pay back to the treas- 
ury all the money advanced upon it. This 
much is expected of it and no more, so far as 
direct results are concerned. That the land 
may begin promptly to make returns, and 
that it may continue to do so until the cost 
of the projects is defrayed, it is necessary 
that it shall be settled and cultivated. ‘There 
has been little cause for disappointment on this score, but the repre- 
sentatives of the government find it necessary to be ever alert lest 
the speculator may step in and deprive the genuine settler of the 
benefits that were and are intended for him only. Plainly, the thing 
to do is to induce the genuine settler to take up the land. This is 
the first step. The next thing to do is to make it as easy as pos- 
sible for the genuine settler to carry on his industry and to make 
his payments to the government. 

secretary Lane of the interior department appears to have 
marked out a policy that promises to bring botl\of these things 
about. He has decided, for instance, that there shall be a temporary 
reduction to one third the amount due from present settlers on 
final instalments on building charges, providing no payment shall 
be less than 50 cents an acre. The unpaid balance is to be added 
to the last instalments for water right ‘applications, those making 
such payments being entitled to credits either on their next annual 
instalments or on operation and maintenance charges now due. 
Only those who have paid all amounts for operation and who have 
actually cultivated not less than half the irrigable area of their 
land, or not less than five acres in each case for each irrigation 
season since watet was first available, may benefit by this policy. 
To put the matter in other words, the government vill take pains 
to help the actual settler in every reasonable way, and will dis- 
couragé the speculator, or the person who enters the field simply 
with the view of sharing undeservedly in the increment. 

From all indications, there 1s to be no cessation of the work 
of reclamation. The government, from a financial point of view, 
is proceeding along pertectly safe lines. It is well secured at every 
point. The important thing is to have the reclaimed lands fall into 
the hands of those who desire to cultivate the soil and not of those 
who simply wish’ to make money through the sale of the holdings. 
It is not known that the speculator.has secured much of a foothold 
in the irrigated country, but-it is surmised that he would do so if 
opportunity offered. He is not likely to do so while the govern- 
ment is as watchful as it is at present of the genuine settler’s

IT 1s RATHER with the idea of giving due 
credit to William Hedley and Timothy Hack- 
worth for the construction of the ‘Puffing 
Billy” than to celebrate the one hundredth 
anniversary of the production by George 
Stephenson of the more perfect ‘Rocket,’ 
that steps are now being taken looking to the 
observance of the centenary of the locomo- 
tive. The “Pufhng Billy” went into com- 
mission at the Wylam colliery in 1813, 
whereas the “‘Rocket’’—first of the locomotives properly so-called 
—was not built until 1829. Stephenson, however, had built an 
engine for the Killingworth colliery in 1814. It had a flue boiler 
and could not make steam for a speed of more than three miles an 
hour until the inventor applied to it the principle of the steam blast, 
which made it possible to double the speed. In 1825 Stephenson 
succeeded in supplanting horses on the tramways of the Stockton 
& Darlington railway, thirty-seven miles in length, by devising 
engines and tenders weighing twelve tons. Wauth these a speed of 
from seven to eight miles an hour was obtained under favorable 
conditions. When the Liverpool & Manchester line offered a 
reward for a locomotive engine that would be able to take three 
times its own Weight on a level road at a speed of ten miles an hour, 
Stephenson designed and built the ‘Rocket’? which more than met 
all the stipulated requirements. : 

While this little engine weighed only seven and a half tons it 
drew forty-four tons at a rate of fourteen miles an hour. This 
was really the beginning of locomotive railroading as we know it 
today. If we are to consider inventions leading up to it, we shall 
have to go back to James Watt and the middle of the eighteenth 
century, to Richard Trevithick, to Blinkinsop, to,Hedley and Hack- 
worth and to others. But it must be conceded that the years 1813-14 
have claims as well on Stephenson's account as upon the account 
of others. Taking this view of it, it might be as well to celebrate 
the centenary of the locomotive within the next few months as at 
any other time. 

There should be some general agreement as to the date. Inven- 
tive genius was very actively engaged in striving for an engine 
that would take the place of the horse this time 100 years ago; it 
required sixteen vears from the construction of the first colliery 
tramway engine to the building of the “Rocket” to bring the. locomo- 
tive to crude perfection, but the idea that finally worked out to a 
successful end seems to have been conceived almost simultaneously 
by Hedley, Hackworth and Stephenson in the 1813-14 period. If 
this shall be accepted as the period from which to reckon, doubtless 
the United States and Canada will fall in cheerfully and enthusias- 
tically with any arrangements that may be made for the celebration. 

All the world is indebted to the locomotive beyond the possi- 
hility of computation, but the United States and Canada have spe- 
cial reason for being thankful that it was invented. Without it 
the’ oj ening up of their inland territory within the space-of three 
generations would have been impossible. It led the way for all 
other great inventions and improvements in the most wonderful of 
all the centuries; it paved the way for thousands of inventions and 
improvements yet to come. In time it may itself give place to some- 
thing better, but this should not Serve now or hereafter to lessen 
the obligations of civilization everywhere to those who: conceived 
it and who have through a century developed its possibilities. 
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Errort in that direction is not lacking, and considerable prog- 
ress has been made, but it is plain that agitation must continue for 
some time to come if the larger and riper berries, as a rule, are to 
be prevented from coming to the top of the box. 
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How broad are the requirements our complex social life puts 
upon the judiciary is indicated by such incidents as a New York 
court being called upon to decide whether or not a canary is a wil 
animal.

There are boarding houses in which one feels 
entirely at home, and there are boarding houses in which one does 
not feel entirely at home. As much very often depends upon the 
boarder as upon the boarding house. Oné who is determined to 
be happy and determined to strive to make others happy, will not

It is safe to say that nearly everybody who has boarded cher- 
ishes pleasant memories of at least one boarding house. It may 
have been the first or it may have been the last boarding house in 
one’s experience, or, possibly, it was one in between, but, at all 
events, it was kept by a patient, motherly woman as solicitous: of 
the comforts of her guests as if they were all members of her own 
family; it maintained a table too good for the price, and the people 
around it were just like brothers and sisters and as deeply con- 
cerned in each others’ happiness; it had cheery bedrooms, warm 
in winter, cool in summer; it had a parlor with a squate piano that 
was kept in tune by popular subscription and kept in operation every 
evening till 10 by excellent players; it had boarders who could sing 
and boarders who couldn't and who wouldn't try; it had engravings 
of the “Landing of the Pilgrim Fathers,” the “Signing of the 
Declaration of Independence,” ‘““Abraham Lincoln and His Family” 
and ‘‘Washington Crossing the Delaware’; it had plenty of plush-

and development of the public high school and the steadily growing 
number of youth of both sexes now expecting to gain a college 
education, the demand of the near future will be for more rather 
than fewer institutions of the collegiate grade, and this even where 
high school curricula are expanded to cover the first two years of 
college work or where the state ‘university opens its doors and in 
its department of liberal arts gives the collegiate courses. 

As contemporary demands for preservation of the American 
college as a distinct type of academic institution become vocal and 
controlling they will insist on some changes to resist which may 
spell extinction. Many motives that have governed founders and 
supporters of colleges in the past are less controlling today. Loyalty 
of alumni and recurring enlistment of undergraduates can only be 
had as reality corresponds to claims and advertisements. It the 
Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching had done 
nothing else than expose the fraudulent educational advertising of 
the country it would have justified its existence. How much there 
is of this may be gleaned from study of the seventh annual report 
of the foundation. 

The American system of education being as it is, no state author- 
ity exists to compel any such merging of privately controlled educa- 
tional institutions as is recommended in the bureau of education's 
latest report. The only influences operative are those of moral 
suasion and reasoned argument, and they oftem meet the obstacle 
that arises from loyalty of the heart. 

Where the state itself in its earlier davs has unwisely multi- 
plied and planted its own -educational institutions and duplicated 
equipment, it 1s not impossable for steps to be retraced and consolida- 
tions to be ordered ; and several of the commonwealths of the Union 
of late have begun to deal with this problem in this way. In the 
field of the privately endowed and supported college or university 
the task of merging is complicated by institutional fealties which make 
the work difficult even when practically all expert advisers agree 
that a merger would be a sagacious move.
